during the year. Mayor Smith's con-
struction of the committee function
was clever and timely and sensible.
There has been wide complaint of the
arrogance and assumption, in the
past, of certain chairmen, in the hand-
ling of committee affairs, and his in-
sistance that all members of a com-
mittee shall exercise right and judg-
ment in the disposition of matters
entrusted to them, is a keynote of
amendment that will be gratefully
received.

Another feature that invites friend-
ly comment and concern is the evi-
dent purpose of this council not to
rush things.
